Wednesday of next week, barring un­ 
forseen developments, Harr}' Kendall 
Thaw will remain in the Sherbrooke 
jail. On that day be is to be arraign­ 
ed in the superior court on a writ 
of habeas corpus. Between now and 
that time bis battery of Canadian law 
yers hope to perfect plans, not to 
thwart deportation, but to submit to it 
gracefully—to a point 
selected 
by 
Thaw. 
This in brief, was the Satus Thurs­ 
day night of Matteanwan’s fugitive ar­ 
rested Tuesday near Coaticook, Que., 
and committed to jail here on a de­ 
fective warrant. Ignorant of the moves 
made by his lawyers, Thaw has spent 
bis time pacing the length of the 
narrow corridor in the Sherbrooke 
jail and was not even aware that the 
writ of habeas corpus case was serv­ 
ed on the jailer this afternoon and 
but for a timely telephone message 
he would have been produced in court 
Thursday with the bench vacant. 
This incident variously described as 
a blunder, a case of absent-mindness 
and an error but to hurry arose after 
Superior Judge Globensky failed to 
specify in writing that the writ was 
returnable before him next Wednes­ 
day. He had set this date in chambers 
but the writ reading “instanter” when 
served on the jailer, set that official 
into instant action and he had called 
a carriage and ordered Thaw to dress 
for an outing when a telephone mes­ 
sage from the judge Informed him 
that the latter was leaving for Mon­ 
treal not to return here as a circuit 
judge until next week. 
Meanwhile District Attorney Con­ 
ger of Duchess county, New York, 
Deputy Franklin Kennedy of Albany, 
and others primarily interested in get­ 
ting Stanford White slayer across the 
border seized on the possibility of 
Thaw’s immediate 
production 
and 
sought to find another judge before 
whom to arraign him. But Mr.

Force, governor of the jail, declined 
to surrender Thaw until he had con­ 
sulted Sheriff Akymer. 
The sheriff after reading the writ 
carefully said that while no time for 
Its return was stated, he had under­ 
stood from the court that Wednesday 
was the day and he “allowed” that 
Thaw had better stay in jail.

NEGROES PREPARING TO 
GO TO WESTERN AFRICA 
A band of ten or twelve families of 
negroes who live southeast of Okemah 
and south of Clearview, are making 
their plans to leave Okfuskee county 
and locate in Western Africa some 
time this coming winter. Clay Ander­ 
son, a well-to-do negro of the com­ 
munity and a negro or two of We­ 
leetka and vicinity are at the head 
of the movement and they have been 
in communication with negroes over 
in Africa for the past two years. 
This band of negroes have a pe­ 
culiar brand of 
religion 
and 
are 
known as Godites, and 
think 
that 
they should obey no laws but the di­ 
vine law as they interpret it, and 
consequently some of them are in jail 
occasionally. This religious sect first 
attracted attention a short time after 
statehood when a number of them re­ 
fused to work the roads, and were 
fined by a justice of the peace and 
then put on the road gang. There has 
been no trouble with them since about 
working the roads, but a few days 
ago two of them were arrested on 
charges of getting married without a 
license and are in the county jail 
awaiting trial. And that seems to be 
the straw that broke the camel’s back 
or at least set their determination of 
leaving this country and establishing 
a colony in Africa, where they can 
set up what ever laws they desire.

was arrested,

Bradford and placed in the federal 
joil here charged with the murder of 
Tom McGinnis. The 
circumstances 
surrounding Gernand were purely cir 
cumstantial but were believed to be 
sufficiently strong to convict him. It 
was charged against him that he had 
murdered McGinnis and thrown his 
body in a well in the northeast part 
of the city near the brick yard. Bad 
blood had existed between them, and 
Gernand was heard upon several oc­ 
casions to make threats, but nothing 
certain was known as to his direct 
connection with the disappearance of

McGinnis. After he had laid in jail 
over a year, it was decided ta clean 
the well, and so fearful was Gernand 
that bones might be found that he 
urged his attorneys to let him plead 
guilty and accept a sentence of ten 
years. To this they objected, stating 
that if he did that in all probabilities 
a hanging^ would be the result and 
if he was really innocent the best 
thing to do was to await developments 
Their counsel prevailed, no 
bones 
were found and after 16 months in 
jail he was released on a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus through the efforts of 
J. T. Fowler. He went to his home 
and wanted to leave the country, but 
his father insisted that if he was in­ 
nocent as he maintained he woula 
remain right here in Ardmore and 
take the consequences of circumstan­ 
ces. Shortly after his release an af­ 
fidavit was secured from some rela­ 
tives of McGinnis that he had been 
seen a year after Gernand was ac­ 
cused of murdering him and the case 
was never again brought up. 
Last Monday Gernand was stand­ 
ing in front of the (First National 
Bank when a stranger aproached him 
and be gan talking to 
him. 
After 
conversing for some time he asked 
the strangers name and was informed 
that it was Tom McGinnis, the man 
whom he had been accused of mur­ 
dering seventeen years ago. 
It is needless to state that Gernand 
was somewhat surprised and elated 
to realize that time had at last vin­ 
dicated him and removed the stigma 
of suspicion that still lurked in the 
minds of some of his acquaintences 
who were familiar with the facts. 
This story proves conclusively that 
circumstantial evidence is 
a 
very 
dangerous thing for a jury to consid­ 
er, they may in some instances get 
the right party hut they are just as 
apt to convict an innocent man. 
At 
the time the above circumstances took 
place there is little doubt but that 
Gernand would have been convicted 
had his case been brought before a 
jury and in those days a convicted 
murderer stood vary little chance for 
his life In old Indian Territory.

WILL SHIP GLASS

SAND FROM BOFF 
A Oklahoma City company has se­ 
cured a large -tract of land near Roff 
underlaid with a high grade of glass 
sand and 'will ship the sand to various 
glass factories of the state. It is ex­ 
pected that a fair sized pay roll will 
be turned loose at Roff as a result. 
It is probable that within another 
year sufficient gas will be struck in 
Pontotoc county to enable a glass 
factory to be located closer to 
sand than at present. 


Sherman, Tex., Aug. 21.—An early 
morning fire today on North Travis 
street did damage reaching approxi­ 
mately 130,000. 
The building known 
as the Bray building, Nos. 203 and 203 
North Travis street, belonging to W. 
C. Eubanks and valued at $24,000 was 
practically destroyed. 
Insurance 
to 
the amount of $18,000 was carried 
the building. 
The pool hall business of Waggon­ 
er & Gray occupied the north side of 
the building. The contents were en­ 
tirely destroyed. The loss of this firm 
is estimated at $6,000, with $4,000 in­ 
surance. 
Abe College cafe, owned by J. S. 
. Stratis, occupied the south half of the 
' building. Mr. Stratis occupied the rear 
of the building as a sleeping apart­ 
ment, and a young man by the name 
of Herbert ID. Anderson roomed with 
him. The contents of the cafe were a 
otal loss, estimated at 
$3,500 
only 
Partly covered by insurance. Messrs. j 
Stratis and Anderson lost all of their ' 
personal effects, getting out of th ei 
burning building only with the cloth-« 
ing they were able to grab 
put on as they escaped.
